A ERA HAM LINCOLN* •FWOAITIfeN TO 
n e g ro acrriA G E. 


Abraham Lincoln was uniformly, and 
to the last hour of his life, steadfssUy 
hostile to negro suffrage. Ha never 
abandoned the belief that it would ha 
Improper and dangerous to incorporate 
ao large a mass of ignorance in tbe body 
politic.. On the very last day of bis life - 
the question of reconstruction was dis­ 
cussed in a Cabinet meeting, and a plan 
partially arranged, looking to the adjust­ 
ment of the difficulties. 
There was 
no clause incorporating negro suffrage 
in it. At a Cabinet meeting held very 
shortly after tbe aocession of President 
Johnson, the same subject came up, and 
the Cabinet were a unit then against 
negro suffrage. Secretary SUutou, In 
bis evidence before the Judiciary Com­ 
mittee,, says: 
The President expressed his views 
very clearly and distinctly. I expressed 
my views, and other members of the 
Cabinet expressed their views. The ob­ 
jection of tbe President to throwing the 
franchise open to the colored people ap­ 
peared to be fixed, and I think every 
member of the Cabinet assented to the 
arrangement as it was «pacified in the 
proclamation relative to North Carolina. 
After that I do not remember that the 
subject was ever discussed in the Cabi­ 
net. 
The Insane project of making voters 
of all the barbarian negroes of the South . 
came from Congress. That body is alone 
responsible for the iniquitous and de­ 
structive system which Is now working 
ruin in the Bonth. Stanton aud soma 
others who where members of Mr. Lin­ 
coln’s Cabinet, after the adoption of ne­ 
gro suffrage by Congress, supported It 
But it never received the sanction of 
Mr. Lincoln.—I*anc. Intel.

The Republican party in falling 
to impeach the President, has impeached 
itself. All its proceedings for tbe last 
eleven months have gone on the assump­ 
tion that the President was guilty; and 
his triumphant acquittal convicts Con­ 
gress of w»nton violations of his rights. 
Why was tbe Tenure-of Offlce bill pass­ 
ed ? Because Congress pretended io con­ 
sider the President unfit to be trusted 
with tbe power exercised by all his pre­ 
decessors, and which constitutionally 
belong to his office. Why was the bill 
parsed subjecting officers of the Army 
tp heavy penalties if they obeyed any 
order which did not come through Gen­ 
eral Grant? Because it was pretended 
that the President was unfit to be Com- 
mander-in-Chlef of the Army as the 
Constitution makes him. Why were the 
commanders of the five military districts 
directed by statute not to obey civil au­ 
thority? For the same reason. Why 
was the act passed for assembling the 
Fortieth Congreas at the very hour the 
Thirty-ninth expired? and why has it 
been kept iu a sort of quasi session up to 
the moment fixed by the Coustitution 
for tbe regular session to begin? The 
avowed object was to keep a strict sur­ 
veillance over the 1’reaident, who was 
proclaimed uufit to be trusted. There is 
left to him little beyond tbe empty name 
of bis office; heis insultingly stripped of 
nearly all it* powers 
The ouly pretend­ 
ed justification of putting these mauacles 
on the President’s hands, and fetters on 
his feet, and sentinels to stand guard 
over his conduct, was, that he bad forfeit­ 
ed his office de jure, and these restraints 
were requisite for the public safety until 
the forms could be gone through with 
for deposing him $c facto. 
They all 
went upon theasaumptiou that hecfreere- 
cd impeachment, but had not got his de­ 
serts 
By these bold acts, Congress virtually 
passed sentence on tbe President in ad­ 
vance of formal charges, and without 
evidence. It thus inflicted the greater 
part of the punishment due to high 
crimes and misdemeanors; for the very 
utmost peualty attending a conviction 
ou impeachment is loss of office, and 
when a President is divested of his pow­ 
ers, tbe hollow shell of aqthority is of 
little account. It is very much os if the 
European Conference should decide that 
the Pope might retain his temporal au­ 
thority, but might appoint or remove no 
officer without the cousent of the Italian 
Parliament, aud Issue no command to his 
army except through Victor Emmanuel 
They might as well require him to be­ 
lieve the Scriptures in the sense put upon 
them, by the Chief Mufti. The oDe 
would be s circuitous and Insulting 
method of making him a Mahometan, 
and the other of degrading him into 
subject of the Italian King. It is mueh 
after this manner tb&t President John 
son has been treated by Congress 
They 
have takeu from him the command of 
tbe Army, the appointment and removal 
even of bis Cabinet, and they demand 
that he shall understand the Constitu­ 
tion in the sense they choose to pot upon 
it; which is about as reasonable as it 
would be to ask the Pope to accept the 
Bible according to the intrepretations of 
a Mussulman doctor. 
Tbe Republican party having acquitted 
the President by a public confession that 
there are no grounds of impeachment, 
they are’ bound in equity and logic to 
restore to him his full authority. Tbe 
disabilities put upon him have been im ­ 
posed for precisely tbe same reasons (and 


b o others) which have been urged iu 
support of impeachment. As they are 
found to be false and insufficient for the 
one purpose, they are equally insuffi­ 
cient for the equivalent purpose. If 
they do not suffice for deposing the Pres­ 
ident from his office, neither do they for 
stripping him of his powers. For in 
wbat does the offloe consist but in that 
assemblage of powers of which the great­ 
er part has been taken from him? Sen­ 
ator Conkling contended, in his Utica 
speech, that if tbe President is tad 
enough to have these disabilities and ittr 
dignities put upon him, he is too bad 
to remain nominally in office, and ought 
to be impeached and deposed. The onw 
method mutilates the government by an­ 
nihilating tbe Executive Department; 
the other merely removes the man and 
leaves to the country the advantages of 
tbe office in other hands.

Wherever in ihe Booth the negroes 
have been left to themselves they have 
“run down.”

ly. Instead of being able to support 
themselves and leave a large surplus of 
cotton, tobacco, sugar, Ac., for export 
and to be taxed for the support of the 
Government and payment .of interest 
upon the public debt, they will probably 
not be even self-sustaining or productive 
enough to pay the ordinary local taxa­ 
tion. 
Preliminary “reconstructiop,” under 
tbe Radical plan, hag already forewarn­ 
ed the country of this by tbe general dis­ 
trust, apathy and stagnation prevailing 
all over^the Southern region, but the 
worst is yet to come. And come it will 
and must, when the whites, now out­ 
lawed civilly aud politically, shall be 
robbed and impoverished by confisca­ 
tion and negro legislation, and crushed 
and trampled upon by the arrogant and 
ignorant negro demagogues and despera­ 
does who ore to be set up as rulers in the 
legislatures, in the State offices, in tbe 
courts, in the jury box and even in mu­ 
nicipal affafrB, the police government 
and the State militia. All the “ brains” 
—tbe Intelligence, tbe enterprise, the 
genius, the “pluck”—thus submerged 
beneath a bUCk avalanche of ignorance, 
stupidity, superstition, arrogance and 
indolence, those States must go dow n- 
down to financial and industrial ruin os 
deep as the humiliation and degradation 
to which thcw hite race has been doom­ 
ed.

The 
white citizens organized for protection 
Gen. Bwayne was Appealed to and sent 
a detachment of troops promptly to the 
scene of trouble to restore order, and fif­ 
teen black insurrectionists have been ar- 
rested.and lodged in jail to be tried by 
civil authority.

Ia it for short memory, or waot of 
memory altogether, that no uevspaper 
has reminded Weston that there was a 
Norwegian not more than about thirty 
years ago, who did ‘ pantllol” him and 
was more than a“preeedent” for him? In 
1622 Meneen Ernst, a Norwegian by 
birth, marched on foot from Paris to 
Moscow In leu than fourteen days. In 
consequence of a wager of one hundred 
thousands francs, of which, in case he 
should win, be was to receive but four 
thousand francs, Meneen Ernst started 
from the ooiumu of Verdome, in Paris, 
at noon, on the lRh of Jaae, 1822, and 
early in tbe morning of the 25th of the 
same mouth be stood before the Krem­ 
lin In Moscow. He hod walked six­ 
teen hundred English miles in a little 
less than fourteen days, or one hun­ 
dred and seventeen English miles, on an 
average, a day. 
In 1833 be made a tour on foot which 
was still more astonishing. -He took let­ 
ters from the Queen of Bavaria, in 
Munich, to her son, tbe King of Greece. 
He started from M u lch on the 8th of 
June and arrived at Naupiia on the 1st 
of July. .And rather than have bis 
trainers aud followers along io carriages 
with food and whisky and whatever 
might give him comfort, as Weston had, 
Ernst tramped aions through morass 
aad wilderness, and nobody took care 
of him but himselt On tbe road from 
Smolensk to Borodino he had even to 
protect the food be carried from the 
wolves that persecuted him. 
' ' 
But the greatest of all his pedestrian 
feats he executed in 1836. ■ On the 13tb 
of July he started from the Atmeidan,' 
in Constantinople, with letters for the 
h>nker Oipsmau, of Calcutta, and ban­ 
ded them to the party addressed on the 
27th of August. After three days rest at 
Calcutta he returned to Constantinople, 
and readied there on the 3d of October. 
In sixty three days he hod made five 
thousand one hundred and seventy 
miles through the wild mountains of 
Asi# Minor, through tbs Syrian Desert, 
and through the wild forests and rough 
jrnmnT of Afghanistan-; under difficul­ 
ties compared to whioh Westonta tramp 
was mere fbiida’ pkty. Measen Eruut 
averaged eighty-two English miles a 
doy for sixty-three days» 
We think that at tasei eontemporuñe­ 
aos history should be examined before 
•peaking*/aay ’fropreeedfated and uu- 
parapeted” feat. The fact is that the 
Ameritan propia feel annoyed if they 
aro withoot a n / protocolar exploit on 
baud to excite theog. Weston was a re­ 
lief in the dearth of exciting fiews. The 
best that the people eouid do for him 
was. to ball him with the epithets uf 
“unprecedenttd***aod “unparalleled/’ 
Only a Uttle taro the people did for Gen­ 
eral Sheridan, apd yet there were Na­ 
poleon» and BtoCbers before him.—St. 
Louis Republican.

“Dfatryman," In the Practical Farmer 
for September, pwwecfe a point In chos- 
iug a wiff, which i« new to us, but thvre 
U certainly sound philosophy In it. Oth­ 
er things being equal, he consider» a cow 
which brings her first calf at a season of 
the year when* feed !• fresh'and tender 
Nand most productive of milk, as the 
mouth of done, worth twite as moch as 
one that b-lngs her first calf in winter, 
lie says be saw a very promising half 
Alderney heifer which took a premium 
at the Pennsylvania State Fair, for which 
the owfter asked $60. He offered to give 
the price provided she was to calve In 
June, but finding she was to calve In 
February $30 was all be would offer for 
her. 
• 
Long observation and experience with 
heifers and their subsequent character as 
milkers, has satisfied him that commence 
ing tniik in early summer is an indispen­ 
sable condition to a good milker Jn after 
years, aqd that thedlfference is fully one- 
half in any grade of stock. The philos­ 
ophy of the difference in favor of heifers 
coming , in for the first time In June, be 
states as follows: “Thegrass being then 
In the best condition to prbdaoe a full 
flow of milk, all the parts that tend to 
the accretion of milk are developed to 
their utmost capacity. The udder, the 
teat», and milk veins become enlarged, 
permanently; and the best cows I ever 
raised w*bad to commence milking sev­ 
eral weeks before they calved, to prevent 
garget.*’ 
The theory seejns to be that the milk 
vessoia become fixed in their capacity 
by their first use, or at least, that ttheir 
subsequent development will be after the 
type they are first made to assume. I t is 
not reasonable to suppose that a heifer 
two years old, under any circumstances, 
will give as much milk as the same ani­ 
mal will ut four yean old, with the samo 
antecedents, and in this sense the milk 
vessels cannot be fully developed with 
the first calf, If the heifer be quite young. 
Put it /j reasonable to suppose that the 
t>peof the lacteal vessels in their pro­ 
portions to the age and general develop­ 
ment bf the animal will become jlxed at 
the jHiriud alluded to, and the Mcais well 
v orthy the attention of every farmer.— 
Wisconsin Partner.

When sand rent* upon aulay subsoil it 
i- often very much improved by pene­ 
tra tin g the eutaali in plowiug, and 
mingling the tivo together, since the 
rlay furnishes the necessary amendment 
to-uch soils- r~ 
There is ncrway of improving more 
permanent in its character than this 
proper admixture of soils. They aqg 
mom easily tilled, and more susceptible 
to tbo influence of manure, and can be 
more cheaply kept in a state of produc- 
I ivonew. 
The motif fertile soils are those in 
which the different earthy constituents 
are properly balanced; and in the lm 
provement of farms It ¡swell to took to 
the character ;of the soil, and consider 
whether there arc not other means 
wiibiu reach, apart from a direct .appli­ 
cation of manpre, for its improvement. 
Lund,hardly balanced in its composition 
will, perhaps, require a long series of 
years in the application of organic ma 
nure, bafegTH reaches a condition to 
which often it may be brought in a 
short, time, by mingling with it a por­ 
tion of the soil of an adjacent field. 
In many instances the expense,of car­ 
tage In removing clay, sand, Ac., ren 
dvr* their, use impracticable, but fre­ 
quently it cou be effected cheaply, and 
w ill pay largely. 
Sandy soils are benefited from the clay, 
chiefly by reason of its power as an ab­ 
sorbent where manures, or matter resul­ 
ting from the decomposition of roots and 
vegetables, are retained, and made 
available for ¿he food of plants, while 
the sand benefits the clay soil by break­ 
ing up its tenacious qualities, and alter­ 
ing its texture, rendering it more easily 
worked and permeable to air, water and 
the roots of plants. '• 


, * IM OIA5 COBS AND ITS USES. 


A bushel of Indian oorn contains more 
nutriment than a bushel of wheat; but 
com meal shoultrhoi be ground fine, or 
it will not keep sweet. There is no grain 
that oau be put to so many good uses and 
served up iu so many different ways, as 
com and com meal. 
First, we have the green corn, roasting 
car and soap in the early, and the drietj 
corn soup and hominy the balance of 
the year. These dishes every good house­ 
keeper' knows how to prepare, being 
among the most simple in the culinary 
art, 
' 
And'then by grinding it into'm eal, 
what visions of delicious eating float be­ 
fore our eyes. First, we have the c^rn 
cake, made of meal and water, and a 
iittie-sait, i f you are too podir to use eggs 
au<l milk, mixed into dougli or batter 
and baked on a griddle. Then com 
bread or pone, which can only be made 
properly by about nno housekeeper in 
.ten. Then mush and milk and fried 
?ou«h. We have never seen the indivld- 
tatfl that did not like one or the other. 
Many fell’ in making good "mush by not 
boiling it enough. When it is merely 
- hcalded it has a ravj 'taste. Then there 
is a very good corn fiic&l pudding,'-made 
by stirring the meal into scalded skim' 
ifilik till It is as thick as gruel, and, 
when cool, add gingery cinuamon, nut­ 
meg, salt and sweetening to suit the taste, 
and a little flue cutsuotand some raisins 
or dried poaches, and a fine-cut apple. 
’ It should hake an hour ot more, accord- 
~ ing to tlie. This is a good pudding. 
And then see into how many dishes 
corn becomes a palatable and favorite 
mixture. J t is the cheapest and moat 
Wholesome food that man can live on, 
and. should be ón the table of both rich 
and poor more frequently than it now 
is, in some one of its many forms. 


C u rb f o r E a r a c h e .—T ake a sm all 
piece of cotton battin g or cotton wool, 
m ak e a depression hi th e centre w ith th e

pepper as will rest on a five cent piece;
